Approximately 67,000 cubic yards of coal combustible products were placed in the roadway for
embankment on the above referenced project from -L- stations:

20+60 to 23+50 for a distance of 290 feet +/-
41420 to 45+65 for a distance of 845 feet +/-
64+25 to 68480 for a distance of 455 feet +/-

The fly ash embankment has been encapsulated with a minimum of 4 feet encapsulation. Licensed
NC Professional Engineers were involved in the on-site observation of the coal fly ash embankment
construction.
